Durina the hearing the other day of Mr- 
CHomey’s ‘petition in ro the Chino! and 
Strnits Steau Navigation Company, rather a 
* ‘singular statement was-made by the pati- 
tioner’s counsel, It was to thé effect that 
the petition -was rendered necessary by the 
want of strict legal regularity in the transac- 
tions between Mr. Cuomiay and tho Com~ 
pany after the award of the arbitrators, which 
waa supposed to settle all the” questions at 
-issue between them. Fveryonc who remem- 
hers the petition of last yonr, by which Mr 
QuouLry sought to have the Company 
wound up by order of.tho Court, will recollect 
also that tho petitioner's object was clearly 
to get rid of his liability upon his shares in 
the Company.. There was no decision upon 
the question, because'the whole affair was re- 
ferred to arbitration, and there can be littla 
doubt that if the award -of the arbitrators 
had -been ‘strictly enforced, Mr. Criomnuy 
eduld not have been called upon to pay 
another penny in respect: of tho shares, but. 
would, on the contrary, havo been relieved of 
them at a fixod<valustion~ ‘The wuat of 
“strict legal regularity,” however, left the 
“matter exactly: whero it was before. The 
Company did not take over the shares, be- 
cause they could not pay tor them, and, con- 
sequently, in a legal sonse, Mr. Caomn#r re- 
, mained a contributory according to his own 
counsel’s admission. One can eusily sce that, 
ae as the petitioner's object was rather to get 
2id of his shares than, to press the Company 
to pay him for thém, the mistake of retain- 
e ivg them to'suit the Company’a convenience 
was o very’ natural one: for a person so si- 
tuated to make. But it is unfortunate that 
his legal advisers, who should have known | 
the advantaye which the Company’ might 
"Jake of this mistake, did not use the “ strict 
legal regularity "which would have avoided, 
the mistake altogether. Tho caso of My, 
-Cuomney is a very common one in-Hong- 
kong. - Perhaps it is natural, bub at: all 
events it is a very unfortunate fact, tha 
" legal matters are conducted here, in a great 
many cases, with precisely that want of re- 
gularity which has involved Mr. Cuomtry 
in the expenses connected with thia last 
petition. "It is perhaps. natural that in a 
small place like this where the litigants are 
neatly all kuown to cach’ other, and are fre- 
quently on the best of terms in private life, 
~ resorting tothe law only for the-purpose of 
ascertaining their strict legal righfs and ob- 
ligations, some laxity should ereepin, Jorzxs 
says to Suirx, “I think you'owe me so 
" many dollars.” Surra siys his opinion. is 
quite the reversa, and thon, ‘to .settle the 
dispute, Jonxs briigs an action. As soonas 
it is decided that'Smum does owe the money, 
there is. supposed to be an end of the matter. 
The question is settled, and of vourse-Sarire, 
is going_to pay, But it does not always oc- 
cur to Jonze that a want of strict legal re- 
+ golarity may make a groat difference in bie 
actual legal rights az regards Suitn. This 
is the precise point af which the usefulness 
or otherwise of legal advisers becomes ap- 
parent, - And it must be said that -in several 
recent cxses the laxity of practice which ob- 
“_. tairia in the Solicitors’ offices in this place 
left a decidedly” bad impression on thé 
-"publi¢ mind - A private. snitor may uot 
rightly estimate the vast importance of strict 
“regularity in legal matters,’ but, a lawyer 
should requize no admonition on this subject.

—The-prest~fire;- wit “avery 
—thing in Hamburg, opened the narrow streets, 
and changed the entire agpéct of the town. 
Anvono loving tho old town must confess 
that this renewal made it more splendid ‘and 
important, The old Jungfern path was beau- 
tilul, with its avenue of old trees; but at the 
present day the walk, bordered by fine houses, 
‘js magnificently prolonged round the broad 
Lasin of the Alster. Tho stranger, spending 
a sotmmer.evening there, loves to preserve 
the remembrauce of the vast circle of lamps

The gypsies who chiefly frequent,the New 
Forest, probably but a few scores in count, 
possibly’ a couple of hundred, seem to be 
» steadily: diminishing. in -numbor. .In. their 
straggle, for life the new element of raral 
police bears hard on them; they must “move 
on,” and are nominally only ailowed to stay 
one night in a'spot; but thia is.often evaded. 
Tired of moving on (involuntarily), many 
English gypsies have moved off of late years 
té America ‘and, Australia, ' The “ Stanleys” 
and “Lees” of the Forest keep mataly to 
the traditional_business of making baskets, 
brooms, clothes-pegs ; some go round mend- 
- Ing’ rush-bottom chairs, some play the fiddle 
in taverns. The men are to be seon at fairs 
with donkeys and forest ponies for sale, while 
“the women dnd lads do the honours of “Auat 
Sally,” or gome other, popular” game. Tho 
. local -mangistrates and tural policomen give 


“+ no unkindly report of the gypsy people; 


consider them nd way dangerous and tmoder- 
“ately bonest. They aro:seldom “pulled up,” 
and then but for minor offences, ‘and “whon 
they aro fined the money is always. forth- 
coming. A gypsy is seldow without ready 
samonay, and they help one another freely. in 
: case-of need; nor are their old or sick ever 
thrown upon. parish relief. . They keep no 
pigs; and have no foreat privileges; they steal 
wood, but are not suspected muek of poach- 
ing; now and again, however, a clever 'grey- 
hound ‘is'seeu in. their company... ‘Their 
horse-stealing= notoriety has faded away. 
Within: tho last. twerlty years, I am told, 
many of the New Forest gypsios have become 
vouch less peculiar and exclusive in their 
habita;:thelr men.and women marry non- 
* gypsy mates, and balf-gypsies. are growing

Thora are instincts concerning the reality 
of which I have thoroughly satisfied mysolf. 
The early attention that chickéns give to 
their toilet is a very, useful instinct, about 


times I have seen’ them zitempt to dreds their 
wings when only « few hours old—ivdeed ‘as 
goon as they could hold up their heads, ‘and 
even when deniod the use oftheir.eyes. .The 
art of seraping in search of food, which, if 
anything, might by acquired by imitatiou—~ 
forn,ben with chickeris sponds the “half of 
her timo in scratching ‘for theom—is never- 
theless another indisputable ense of. instinct, 
Without any opportunities of ithitation, when 
kept quite isolated from ‘their kind, chickens 
began to scrape when from two to six daya 
old. “Generally, thb- condition of the ground 
was suggestive; but I have several times 
seen the first attempt, which consists of 4 
sort of nervous dance, made on a. smooth 
table. ‘As un example of unacquired dexter. 
‘ity;-E-may montion that on placing four 
dacklings a day old in the open air tor the 
firat time, ono of them almost. immediately 
anapped at and caught a fly on the wing. 
More interesting, however, is the deliberate 
art-of catehing flies piaciited by: the turkey. 
When not a day. and a half old I observed 
the young turkey already spoken ‘of slowly 


pointing its beak ot flies and other smal 

insects withoubactually pecking at them. In 
doing this, its head could be seen to shake 
like “ao hand that is attempted to bo hold 
steady by a visible effort.
